Here Men may 
ſee it they pleate, that the 'ownm, or Conſubſtantia- 
lity ot the Son, and Holy Ghoſt to the Father, (as the 
Nicene Fathers defined, at what time the laſt of the 
ae Teivves 7% Areas, viz. The ſubtilty of the Arians, ac- 
cording to the Word of Chriſt, did not prevail againſt 
his Church, as the Malice of the Jews, and the Pow- 
er of Heathen Rome had not done before) 1s the very 
Quatens ipſum, or Ratio formalis of their being One 
God with the Father ; and further, that there is no dif- 
ference, or Inxquality betwixt the Perſons, { diſtin, 
tho? they be,) for this reaſon, becauſe the begotten: Per- 
ſon, and the proceeding One have the fame ſubſtance, 
and the fame Glory which the Father hath in Unity 
with their own Perſonalities. It is very ſtrange, that 
Men ſhould read this Preface, and ſing that Laud, and 
yet not perceive on Which fide the Truth lies, and 
what may be faid of it? Truly, the Danger is (ſo ma- 
ny Enemies hath our Church at this day, Philoſopyers, 
Wits, Men of parts, whoſe Perſons are had in Admis 
ration for their Learning) that our Holy Liturgy, Her 
Creeds, and excellent Offices be laid aſide again to 
make way next for Deiſm, Heatheniſm, as formerly ir 
did for Herefie, and Schiſm, the Hedge, and Mounds 
which have kept the Faith. ſound, and 1atire, being re- 
moved by a DireQory without Creeds or Hymns. *Tis 
very {ad indeed to think of it: Heatheniſm! And yer, 
What can we expe elſe, when all Religion but the

Natural is already charged in Print to be only a mat- 
ter of Prieſt-Crafr2 They who look on the Croſs as a 
Shew-ill, and pitch like Bees where the Baſon ringles, 
drowning the Voice :of the Maſter Bee, may reflect on 
this, and learn to be itedfaft in their profefſion. Bur, 
the Charge being layd again(t Religion irs ſelf, and that 
upon the Account of its admirable Myſteries, it is but 
neceſſary that ſomewhat be ſaid, for the Remotion of 
ſo foul a Calumny, againſt cheſe men. And, is there 
indeed no Difference becwixt rhe Mylteries of the Chriſtt- 
an Religion, and the ridiculous =:84-e7z of the Heathen 
World? Muſt a Tripos, or Trivet of Apoilo's? Mult a 
a Guineaw- Fetiiſh (which is a painted Stick or two a 
Croſs fet up in an Hovel) be compared with: the Ho: 
ty Trinity in Unity? Muſt the Glory of //raet be rankt 
with the [rdiars bright Side of a ſhining Feather, the 


God they worſhip, torſooth? Yea, and are the Myſte- 


ries of our Faith concealed, and kept hid from the 
eyes of the Vulgar, leaſt rhe Cheat of their Z7:ero- 
phantz, ſhould be diſcern'd, as the Cheat of the Wor- 
ſhippers of Be! was by Darxie/2 He that fays it, is 
to be held accurſed For the Myſteries of our Faith are 
confeſtly Noble, Sublime and Venerable Myſteries; yea 
they are Myſteries adorable, fit to be pryed into with 
Angels eyes, with Admiration and Love: But what? 
Are they not revealed ? Bleſſed be Gods Holy Name, 
they are; the Church dares not conceal them, nor 
doth ſhe, the Leaſt, or Greateſt. For her Children are 
taught them early, and are made to know, as ſoon as 
they are capable of Learning, (viz. in-there Catechiſm 
and - Creeds,) that they mult: believe them, even to 
their dying day ſtedfaſtly, and that upon Peril of Dam- 
nation. So far is the Church _ painting a Phenix

at her Temple Doors to amuſe her Gmple Votaries : 
So tar from RY ue to be Emre, but ſuch 
as live by the Altar, Mexvawe: Only, Further, doth 
not all the World know, (if men would go by the 
beſt examples, not the worſt) that the Reformers of 
our Church died at the Stake in the Days of Queen 
AMary? And can it be forgotten, how our moſt Re- 
ligious .and Gracious King of Bleſſed Memory, ( King 
Charl:s the Martyr,) loſt not only His Crown, but the 
Sacred Head that moſt deſervedly wore it; and how of 
the Reverend and Loyal Clergy, iome parted With 
their Lives, others with all they had, all for adhering 
to the Truth? And muſt this be called Prieſt-craft ! 
Good God! What is Conſcience? What is Religion 
then ? But, in vain it is to ipeak of Martyrs, and Con- 
feſſors to ſuch men as theſe; for having more. reſpe&t 
ro the mazy Labyrinths of Bernard Ochin, than they 
have to the Myſteries of Godline'ſs, reckon they do 
that Chriſt Jeſus hinſelf is an Impoſtor, and that his 
Holy Apofties were /deors and Foots; conſequently, that 
Rehgien is a Fourb, and Revelation only a Pretence, 
fo that the Celeſtial Paradiſe above, is for none but 
Beanx : Falim may have an 'a=:iwn;, but Theodofins 
and Cen/taztixe are no Body with them. Ler the 
$ Z2e+ 531 r#» conſider thefe things feriouſly, and he will 
fee reaion to think that the Birſfed Millennizm fo much 
lookt tor in thefe days of ours 1s already paſt, and 
thar Satan is tet looſe from the Cha:ns wherein he 
was hetd bound by the Angels of God. When ſuch 
Gneftich, tuch Antichriſtian Þraaciples, are ſpread amongſt 
ns up and down without Controul, who d. <s not ſte that 
he knows his ume ro be thort, and the-eiore 10 much 
rageth? Surely, unik(s it be prevemed by timeiy Re- 
pentance

pentance, inevitable Deſtruction is to be looke for by 
us, and the undoubted Conſequence will be, that the 
things of our Peace be hid from our eyes. Juſtly may 
it be ſaid-to us, as once to J/rae/, Is there no Balm in 
Gilead? Are there no Phyſicians there, and *tis an awake- 
ning word to thoſe, who are intruſted with Com- 
miſſion. from Chriſt, and ought to be the Healers of 
our Breaches. For to fuch moſt pertinent is that Queſti- 
on of the Prophet Jeremy, (if ſuch Phyſicians there be,) 
why is not the Health of the Daughter of my People re- 
covered > All will fay, it is great Pity but it ſhould be 
recovered ; and if the Deſign of this Paper be only 
that ir may fo be, is it to be blamed by any ? Sure 
enough, not by thoſe who have regard to Religion, 
and Gods Honour; the Preſervation of which every 
good Chriſtian muſt needs be concerned for highly ; 
and to be hoped it is, that the Remotion of the Hel- 
liſh Calumny, but now ſpoken of, will be ſome way 
ſerviceable thereto, in regard the cauſe of it is owing 
to the Argument of the Papiſts pleading for their ſtrange 
Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation, from the Myſtery of 
the Trinity in Unity, which they would have ſtill to 
be kept under Vails and Curtains, and Clouds, as if it 
were not revealed. For fo they fay you believe the 
Myſteries of the Trinity in Unity, and why ſhould 
you not believe alfo the Myſteries of Tranſubſtantiati- 
on, [nor the Change of the Elements in the Sacrament 
into the very Body and Blood of Chriſt as well2 Now 
the demonſtrating of this firſt Myſtery, 'tis conceived, 
wilſ-be an Anſwer to this Argument of theirs, ro whom 
this paper” Cordially wiſhes well, humbly deſiring that 
nothitig -may be able to keep them and us aſunder, bur 
that : the 'Schiſm and Breaches betwixt us, may be 


coed up; Have we not one Head? : Are we not one 
Body 2 Is our Faith any more than-one? O that. the 
eyes of all rhofe of that Communion were opened once. 
Certainly, i; bur a few things were remedyed,. we need 
not deſpa:r ; but that the Health of the Catholick Church 
may yet bz recovered: Do thou, O Lord Jeſus, add 
thy Ephatha to what is written here, and this Dirt, 
and Spittle, thu' rcmper'd by the meaneſt of thy Ser«

But, one thing more is needfull to be minded by us. 
heedtully, and char is, for as much as 'tis rhe Counſet- 
of Chri:t, cxhorting us to-buy of him, as pure Gold. 
trved in the Fire; ſo alſo white Raiment to cover our . 
Nakednefs; to take Care that as our Dectrine is true. 
ſo our Manners be good, and worthy our molt Haly: 
Profeffion. All they therefore who are ſtedfalt in the 
Faith,. and tove the Lord Jeſus in fincerity, are deſired 
earneſtly to add one Demonſtration more to what here 


they find, viz. The Shining of their Laght before men,.

that they. may ſee their good Works, . which: is the - beſt. 
expegient they can ule to convince; for by it men 
will be either brought to Glorifie our Father which is 
in Heaven; or elſe ſeeing the Power of Godlineſs in- 
its Profeſſors Lives be made aſhamed.

For. the Concluſion of. all now, what the Church . 
helds, and Bzlieves is undoubtedly this, foraſmuch as
